The choral was one of Bach’s favorite 
melodies, and concerning this prelude Men- 
delssohn once remarked to Schumann “should 
life deprive me of hope and faith, this prelude 
would restore them to me.” In his “ Writings 
on Music and Musicians,’ Schumann re- 
minds Mendelssohn; “You played for me, 
Felix Meritis, one of Bach’s varied chorals: 
the words were ‘Deck thyself, my soul, with 
gladness.” About the Cantus Firmus there 
hung golden garlands of leaves and a blessed- 
ness prevaded the work. I silent, and 
went almost mechanically to God's acre, and 
I felt a bitter pang that I could not lay a 
flower upon the composer's urn.” 

The Cantata upon the choral begins with a 
mystical polyphonic chorus which immediate- 
ly allows one to surmise that Bach is operat- 
ing with one of his favorite melodies. There 
are agitated solos, which will be sung by 
Rulon Robison of Boston, one with beautiful 
flute accompaniment, played by Mrs. Clyde 
White of Andover; there is a beautiful so- 
rano figuration of the melody, to be sung by 
Mrs. Willet Eccles; and the cantata con- 
cludes with a fine harmonization of the choral 
melody. 

The Abbot group will sing songs redolent 
of spring; the Andover group, under the able 
director of the glee-club, Luther Noss, who, 
unfortunately for Andover, has recently been

At eight o'clock 
one morning we entered a dust storm and for 
two hundred miles rode westward through it 
It is a weird sight— the sun shining like a 
pale moon, or obscured by dirty dust clouds, 
the dust sweeping over the pavement as 
snow, the air cold as during an eclipse. But 
the residents in that section shook their heads 
yet expressed their faith in their part of the 
country. Another experience with a dust 
storm on the return trip reveals some odd 
characteristics. It came up from the South as 
well defined as a thunder cloud, while we 
were riding through a well watered section of 
western Nebraska. We entered it as going 
through a wall. In the eastern part of the 
state, we experienced a shower while the 
dust blew—imagine the condition of the 
streets, and the windows of the bus 

“On the journey toward Denver we rode 
out of the dust, and 120 miles east of Denver 
entered the section where the two foot fall of 
snow had occurred and the snow ploughs had 
just opened the streets. Denver—the city 
where “Out where the West begins’? was 
written, and in reality the beginning of the 
West—appeared most prosperous when com 
pared with St. Louis and the other eastern 
cities I saw.
